NEW YORRK. July 10,—Another indieation
thiat the Unlited States Colf Association in-
tends 1o enforce rigldly the rule which
barred Francin Ouimet und other golfers
from the amateur rianks, was made public
yesterday in the form of an  announee-
ment directed to all clubg which are mem-
Bers of the U. 8 (.

Executive Committes 8 empowered to take
whn r steps it deems necessary to en-
force the amateur rule, and eénds with the
statemient that the Executive Committee
reserves the right to bar from all UL 8 G, A
tournaments ull members of any club which
permits golfers who have forfeited their
amateur status to play in itk club tourneys

Guy Nickalle, Yale's Engllsh  rowing
enach, haa llstensd to the broadaide of erit)-
olema  leveled at Yale's rowing methods,
partictinely the une of thole pins, and he
eounters agninst hin eritles with & moat af-
fective statement. Writing in the last Yale
Alumnl Weekly, Nickalls tella those who
binme the uxe of thole pins for Yale's naval
Hignators this yonr that *“fixed thole pins
hold all the records In England, in Belgiumd
In Swoden hnd fOr nt least folr courses In
Ameriea

YWhen the water la L for shelln to race

npon, the thole pin must and alwayas will
hold thie pdvantage” he says  “When the
waler (o utterly unfit for proper rowing
and racing, then proper rowing gear and
rigging are nnturally oovt of vhe guestion
and out of place.
